explained the situation in which the 
state finds itself. and declared that the 
passage of the dill would mean no bur- 
dem for the farmer, claiming that the 
game prices for fertilizer are alréady 
charged in Georgia as are charged in 
States which nave the twenty-five cents 
tax. 

The opposition came from Colonel W. 
L. Peek, of Rockdale; Hon. J. Pope 
Brown, of Pulaski; Hon. Jameg M. 
Gmith, of Oglethorpe: W. L. Jarman, ot 
Newton. and Fred Wimberly, of Pulas- 
ki. Ail these gentlemen spoke as farm- 
ers, contending that the bill is class leg- 
isiation, that its passage would impote 
@djiditional burdens on the farmer, and 
that the increase in the price of tags 
would mean higher fertilizer prices. 

During the argument of Colonel Smith 
he was asked by Representative Burwell. 
of Hancock, if he were not a manufac- 
turer of fertilizers. This Mr. Smith ad- 
mitted. but asserted that he spoke as a 
farmer in opposition to the bill.

WHILE BRYAN STORM ROCKED THE CONVENTION 
GEORGIA PRESERVED AN “ADEQUATE SILENCE’’ 


AND 


Denver. Col., July 8 —Caused by 
Senator Gore, of Oklahoma, a 
Bryan tidal wave of enthusiasm rolled 
over the conventiog for one hour and 
tweney-seven minutes toay and sub- 
merged everything in«its path except 
the standard of the Georgia delegation. 
That anti-Bryan standard was plant- 
ed and it ’ 

The following from 
provoked the eutburst: 

“The president of the United States 
has said that his opinion of our con- 
stitution is unfair for publication. That 
is true of many of the opinions of the 
president of the United States. 

“Fellow democrats! The great sec- 
retarv of war came to Oklahoma and 
waged war agaiast our legislation,” 
continued Senator Gore. “He asked us 
to give up our right of liberty and 
self-government, but by a vote of 
thousands upon thousands we rejected 
the advice of Taft and accepted the 
advice of Bryan.” ? 

Men Leaped to Chairs. 


The mention of the name brought 
the convention to its feet in the first 
real Brvan demonstration. Delegates 
from ‘nearly every state jumped to 
heir chairs and yelled. Many members 
f the New York delegation joined in 
the cheering, but a majority remained 
in. th seats. Minnesota an@ Dela- 
ware . a the conspicuous exceptions 
to the general celebration. A Bryan 
banner, which had been lurking in the 
rear. of the hall, was rushed the 
stage and waved above the heads of 
chairman and speaker The point of the 
flagstaff caught one of the suspended 
eagles over the chairman's desk and 
brought it crashing to the floor. Et 
was quickly caught up, however, and 
held above Senator Gore's head. 

The band joine@a in the demonstra- 
tion with lively musle. 

The applause was rélaxing some- 
what. the band poured oi! on the fire 
by striking up “Dixie.” Senator Gore, 
who had caused the terrific outburst 
waited for a time for the noise to 
cease, and then quietly turned § and 
seated himself against the railing of 
the platform, waiting for the uproar 
to subside. 

Georgia’s Adequate Silence. 


Georgia’® gelegation, in the midst of 
the cheering crowd, was also conspicu- 
ous for its adequate silence. When the 
demonstration had proceeded for some 
fifteen minutes a delegate from Iowa 
caught the-standard of that state and 
led a march to the state where there 
was a grouping of the states. It was 
a wild rush to the platform in which 
there was confusion. Delegates other 
than those carrying the heavy stan- 
dards joined in the surging crowd. The 
only state standards that finally were 
left in their places were Georgia, New 
York, Delaware, Minnesota, Connecti- 
cut, Maftyland and New Jersey. When 
the enthtelasm was at its height the 
group of states standards around and 
upon the platform ineluded Rhode 
Island, Porto Rico, Alaska, South Da- 
kota, West Virginia, Iowa, Oregon, 
Kansas, Virginia, Montanbk, Texas, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, Oklahoma, 
South Carolina, New Hampshire, North 
Dakota, Washington, Louisiana, North 
Carolina, Florida, Wisconsin ahd Cal- 
ifornia.

Woman Bears Colorado Banner. 


The Colorado standard was carried 
again to the stage after the demonstra- 
tion had been in progress for three- 
quarters of an hour. 
in the hands of a woman, 
C. CC. Bradford, of Denver, 
States delegates, and her 
called out renewed = cheering. Mrs. 
Bradford, who is a delegate-at-larze, 
was intended to be a parallel to the fa- 
mous “woman in white,” who played 
such an important pagt in stampeding 
for Bryan the galleries during the Chi- 
cago convention of 1896. She was soon 
joined by another woman, also in white, 
who struggled desperately to hold up 
the heavy banner of (CabHdfornta beside 
the speakers’ desk. Her strength, how- 
ever, Was not equal to the task and 
She Was compelled to surrender it to 
stronger hands. The cowboy band at 
last left its place in the gallery and 
joined the parade through the aisles, 
Playing “Marching Through Georgia.”’ 
The man with the dig base horn had 
troublés that were equal to those of the 
bass drummer. in getting through the 
crowd, Pennsylvania's standard was 
the first returned to its place, but the 
example .apparentiy had little effect 
upon the other states. 

Flashlight Explostons. 


In the midst of tfe riot of nol*ee and 
the confusion of marching delegates, the 
constant boom of flashlight explosions 
from the photographers added to the 
pandemonium. 

The-standard bearers finally invaded 
the galleries, Maine and Alabama lead- 
ing the climb to the second tier. 

The band kept up a continual flow of 
music whieh finally started all the del- 
egates to singing. 

The band worked without cessation 
and whenever it struck up anything 
which the chorus crowd was able to 
follow they yelled the words of the air 
with wild enthusiasm. Delegates 
danced up and down in the aisles, yell- 
ing to the méasures of “A Hot Time’’ 
and shouted the chorus of ‘Marching 
Through Georgia.”: While the latter air 
was ringing through the hall a deter- 
mined assalilt Was made by the frenzied 
Bryan shouters upon the Georgia stand- 
ard which, up ‘to ‘fhis time, had been 
kept firmly reoted in its place, The 
delegation’ showed in quick fasiiion that 
it was a8 dangerous to “March Through 
Georgia’ as ever it had been in the 
days of the: war.

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Convention Hall, Denver, July &—At 
the night session the galleries were 
well filled long before the ‘first dele- 
gates and alternates begun to make 
their appearance. The cowboy band, 
unfatigued by its strenudus afternoon 
work, entertained the assembling del- 
egates and spectators with a long pro- 


gram of. popular selections. 
Tnder the glow of thousands of eleo- 


tric bulbs the convention hall showed 


to best advantage. 

The convention officials, after 
short conference, decided that no work 
should be undertaken by the conven- 
tion tonight except to consider the re- 
port of the credentials committee. De- 
bate on the majority and minority Té- 
ports, it was agreed. should ‘be Timited 
to thirty minutes on each side. The 
report of the committee on permanent 
organization and the speech of Mr. 
Clayton went ovVer until tomorrow. 

The always diligent band in the gal- 
lery was in evidence early in the eve- 
ing, and worked away for the pieas- 
ure of the galleries, which were al- 
most filled before 8 o'clock _Appa- 
rently it was the opinion of most of 
the visitors that the night session was 
to reveal a reproduction of the spec- 
tacular scenes enacted during the day. 
Delegates’ were, however, of another 
mind, and having wearied themselves 
by thetr enthusfasm earlier in the 
day, did not pour i[nto the hall with 
the same alacrity as was shown by 
the public. 

Missing Speech Causes Panic. 


The officers of the convention and 
the members of the credentials com- 
mittee were in a panic as the time ap- 
peared for opening, because the major- 
{ty report of the committee was miss- 
ing. The precious document was in the 
poseession of the stenographer, and 
he could not be found The same in- 
Aividual was aleo tm possesion of a 
speech to be delivered by Representa- 
tive Oliie James, of Kentucky, who 
was also in mental distress because of 
the absenc of his oration. The iast 
see nof the stenographer was at ! 
o'clock, when he went away with the 
report, under strict instructions to 
yrit,. it out and return ft as soon as 
possible. 

Chairman Callahan, of the creden- 
fiala committee, with a flushed and 
perturbed face, was rushing hither 
and thither about the hall frantically 
sending messages and working the 
telephone to every spot where his im- 
a@zination allowed him to suspect that 
the missing stenographer might be in 
retirement. 

Mr. Callahan finally went to Chatir- 
man Bell with the f!formation that 
he could not find his report, and sug- 
gested that somes speakers fill in the 
time that must elapse before the 
missing report was found. 

At 8:15 p. m. there were still 
empty seats in the delegates’ section, 
tut the galleries held practically their 
full capacity. Crowds of ticket hold- 
ers continued to storm the various 
doors, and a record-breaking attend- 
ance was tn sight. Women seemed to 
predominate in the throngs. Most of 
them were gaily gowned, as for the 
theater. The band worked oVertime 
to Keep the crowds amused, and fairly 
earned the applause that was liberally 
bestowed. 

At 8:30 o’clock the report of the com- 
mittes on eredentials was brought to 
the hall, but Chairman Bel) had wan- 
dered off and could not be located, 
and the delegates amd spectators put 
way to their places or engaged in 
earnest consultation. The aisles are 
quite narrow at dest, and tonight they 
seemed impassable. 

The floor scene was one of much 
confusion, the aisles being congested 
with delegates either pressing their 
in another period of inactivity while 
rages and messengers were scouring

Rendered by Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

Washington, July 8.—In an opinion 
of the interstate commerce commission 
today involving rates on coal, both 
lump and slack, from every mine in 
the Oklahoma-Arkanegas coal fields to 
78 pointe in Texas and Louisiana, a 
reduction in the rates in about two- 
thirds of the cases was made, being 
mainly to points near the mines and to 
interior points having neither water nor 
railroad competition, while the the ad- 
justment of rates from the more distant 
Mines is left to the carriers.

Denver, Colo., July 8.—After being i 
session most of last night, the working 
subcommittes of the democratic con- 
vention committes on resolutions re 
aumed its sittings at an early hour. to- 
day, put at,7 p. m. took a recess until 
9 o’olock tonight, It was reported that 
members of the committee had received 
intimation they wtill be needed in the 
convention hall. 

It had been the expectation of the 
subcommittee that it would be prepared 
to report to the full committee at 5 
o'clock this afternoon, Dut when that 
hour arrived the work of the snubcom- 
mittee was still] so incomplete that it 
was necessary for the ful! committee 
to take an adjournment umttl :/0 o'clock 
tonight with the prospect that. upon 
meeting at that hour it would be reces- 
sary again to santas: until tomorrow 
morning. 

Discussing Bryan’s Views. 

The subcommittee spent the first half 
of the day in discussing suggestions of 
Mr. Bryan and others relative to planks 
in the platform, but shortly after noon 
decided that in order to make progress 
it would be necessary to divide the 
work and consequently subcommittees 
of the subcommittee were appointed on 
Various subjects, including injunctions, 
trusts, railroads, resources of the coun- 
try, tariff, etc, 

The minor subcommittees consisted of 
three members each, and the remainder 
of the day was spent largely by them in 
conversations over the various subjects. 
There were, however, some questions 
upon which the full subcommittee found 
it possible to pass, and these included 
tne publicity of campeign contributions, 
elative to which a strong plank was 
adopted. The committee also adopted va- 
rious other suggestions, among them be- 
ing planks demanding the enactment of 
&an income tax law, providing for the re- 
striction of oriental immigration, de- 
nouncing what the committee termed 
President Roosevelt's perpetuation of 
bis dynasty. etc. 

Agreement on Injunetion. 

The injunction subcommittee was the 
first to be appointed and its members 
were busily occupied during the day. 

This subcommittee reported a few 
minutes before the committee took a 
recess at 7 o'clock, statiog through Mr. 
Williams, its chairman, that the three 
members, himself, Judge Parker and 
Mr. Sullivan, had reached a complete 
agreement. He also made the announce- 
ment that the plank had been scruti- 
nized by the officers of the Federation 
of Labor and was acceptable to them. 

The plank as thus recommended 
t@kes a position favorable to the plac- 
ing of labor disputes on a level with 
other disputes and against the courts 
regarding laborers differently from 
Other classes of citizens. There {is no 
requirement for notice previous to an 
injunction Proceeding because Mr. 
Gompers had said that none would be 
demanded provided there could be a 
cessation of discrimination against the 
labor element. 

The Tariff Recommendation. 

The subcommittee on teriff consietad 
Of Messrs. Pettigrew, 
kota; Brown, of Nebraska, and Al- 
shuler, of [linois, and it reported to the 
full subcommittee by 5 oclock. That 
committee recommended the adoption 
of a comprehensive plank on the tariff, 
including among othere a provision for 
free print paper, free wood pulp, lum- 
ber, logs, etc. No definite announce- 
ment on the question of the Pnhilip- 
pine tanjff relative to sugar was made 
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%. e consolence.of the nation la now 
aroused and must be honestly appealed 
to to free the vernment from the grip 
of those who have made ft a4 business 


ernment and be administered in all its

During a dtscuesion of the preamble, 


Genator Pettigrew declared that there 
was too much of a tendency toward 
making stump speeches in the plat- 
form, and he announced his intention 
of moving for the angeintment of a 
committee of three for the simplifica- 
tion of the language of the entire doc- 
ament as s00n as it sfdll have been 
completed, 


Among the other questions discussed 
at length during the day were those 
relative to the writ of injunction, the 
expression of confidence in the courts, 
the physical value of railroads and 
the guarantee of bank deposits. There 
was a sharp division of sentiment upon 
many of these, but as the day wore 
on, 
jority of the full subcommittee was 
openly committed to all of Mr. Bryan's 
policies, and While the members did 
not manifest willingness to accept the 
language even of Mr. Bryan in a ma- 
jority of instances, there were only 
one or two opposing expressions with 
reference to his policies. So nearly 
unanimous waa the subcommittee that 
one of the members facetiously de- 
clared that it stood “sixteen to one” 
Lon all propositions, Judge Parker gen- 
erally being the one odd member. 

No Plank About Negroes. 


During the day the committee 
reached its conclusion that it would 
not insert any declaration on the ques- 
tion of the rights of negroes. Mr. 
Bryan had made a tentative sugges- 
tion against discrimination on account 
of the race, but the southern mem- 
bers of the subcommittee expressed 
the opinion that the declaration of 
principles would be more acceptable 
in the southern states if there should 
be no intimation of the party’s attitude 
on this subject. During the discus- 
sion some of the members of the com- 
mittee said there would bea no objection 
to Mr. Bryan announcing his personal 
views on the subject in his letter of 
acceptance in case he should be nom- 
inated. 

Probably the nearest approach to @ 
clash during the day was on the sub- 
ject of the courts, when Judge Par- 
ker and Senator Pettigrew expressed 
in sharp language, diametrically op- 
posite opinions. Mr, Parker presented 
a plank announcing the party’s con- 
fidence in the federal courts, in sup- 
port of which he made a strong plea 
He had no sooner taken hig seat than 
Mr. Pettigrew took the floor in op- 
position to the plank. He said that as 
for himself he had little or no con- 
fidence in the federal courts, but he 
was willing to compromise by leaving 
the subject entirely untouched, and the 
subcommittee decided to follow this 
course, 

Woman’s Suffrage ignored. 


A conclusion to ignore the question 
of woman's suffrage was arrived at 
early in the day. 

The plank on oriental immigration 


by the subcommittee. Following is the 
text of the eubcommittees tariff rec- 
ommendation:

‘We favor an immediate revision’ of 
the tariff by the reduction of import 
duties. Articles entering into com- 
petition with articles controlled by 
trusts should be placed wpon the free 
list; material reductions sehould be 
made in the tariff upon the necessities 
of life, and especially on articles com- 
peting with such American manufac- 
tures as are sold abroad cheaper than 
at home, and graduated reductions 
should be made {n such other sched- 
ules as may be necessary to restore 
the tariff to a revenue basis. 

“Every consideration of public policy 
suggests the conservation of our woo 
lands and a removal of ‘these !mpoft 
duties which put a premium upon the 
destruction of our forésts. isting 
duties have. given to paper manufac-_| 
turers a shelter behind which they 
have organized combinations to raise 
the price of pulp and of paper and to 
impose a tax upon, knowledge. 

‘We therefore demand the immediate 
repeal of the tariff on wood pulp, print 
paper, lumber, logs. wood and timber, 
placing the same on the free list.” 

Rivalry Over Preamble. 


The full subcommittee gave consid- 
erable attention ta the, subject. of a 
preamble for the platform and there 
was for a time a good deal of rivalry 
between the preamble of the New 
York platform and that of the Ne- 
pbraska platform, the former being 
championed by Judge Parker, and the 
latter by former Senator Pettigrew and 
others. Ultimately the Nebraska 
language was accepted because of its 
brevity. : 

The preamble ae adopted follows: 

“We, the representatives of the

which received the approval of the 
subcommittee was offered by Mr. In- 
man, of Oregon, and was as follows: 

“Oriental laborers ate within our 
borders in vast and increasing num- 
bers, especially on the Pacific coast. 
They are being employed by tens of 
thousands in every branch of labor, 
thereby reducing wages and depriving 
our American citigengs of the means 
of earning a livelihood. We demand 
the speedy enactment of a law that 
will prevent further immigration of 
oriental laborers into these United 
States.” 

At 10 o’olock tonight, the full com- 
mittee Met the subcommittee, but as the 
latter was unprepared to report, ad-' 
journed until 9 a. m., tomorrow. 

Judge Parker presided over the sub- 
committee during the evening meeting 
in the absence of Chairman Haskell. 


Plank on “Uncle Joe,” 


Just wefore callfng in the full com- 
mittee, the subcommittee decided to 
recommend the adoption of Governor 
Swanson's plank on the house of rep- 
resentatives. It read: 

“The house of representatives was 
designated by the fathers of the coneti- 
tution to be the popular branch of our 
government, and as sich, intended it 
to be responsible to the public will. In 
order for our scheme of federal gov- 
ernment to be a success, it is neces- 
sary that this purpose should be jeal- 
ously guarded and protected. 

“The house of representatives, as con- 
trolled in recent years by the repub- 
Mean party, has ceased to be a; delib- 
erative and legislativve y, n- 
sible to the will of a majority of its 

members, but has become an assembly 
under the absolute domination of the 
speaker. who has entire control of its 
deliberations and powers of  ilegisia- 


tion, 

‘We,.have witneseed -the amazing 
spectacte of this popular branch of our 
federal government being unable to ob- 
tain either the consideration or enact- 
ment of measures desired by a majority 
of ite members. 

‘Legislative government becomes a 
failure when one member in the person 
of speakr is more powerful than the 
entire body. 

*"We demand that the house of repre- 
sentatives shall again become a le 
lative and deliberative body controlled 
by a majority of the representatives, 
elected’ by the people, and not byy the 
speaker, and we pledge ourselves to 
adopt euch rules and regulations to gov- 
ern the house of répresentatives as 
will ena a majority,of its members 
to direct ny deliberations and control 
the legislation.

Boston, Afuly 8.—A fire, believed 


butions or a locomotive spark, and fan- 
med by @e brisk northwest wind, swept 
nearly a quarter of a‘mile of the nhar- 
bor front of east Boston late today, 
causing a property loss estimated at 
mearly $1,600,000. Much of the loss Tails 
wpon the Boston and Albany eatiroed. 
Danijel Sullivan, a watchhman at the 
OCunaré Mne pier, is missing. 

Today’s fire was the DbDiggest and most 
destructive that has broken out along 
the harbor front for many years. The 
flames spread with remerkable rapidity, 
and by the time the first fire-fighting 
enoaratus arrived on the gsoene, they 
were beyond oontro! 
pier to pier. 

Vessels Were Injured. 

Within an hour ,of the time the fire 
wae discovered. four piers, three ware- 
houses, a grain elevator, containing 30,- 
000 bushels of grain and many loaded 
freight oars had been destroyed. 

Severa] vessels and lighters narrowly 
escaped destruction. The big Leyland 
Vine steamer Devonian. which arrived 
yesterday from Liverpool, was moored 
et one of the piers which was destroy- 
ed. The discipline on the Devonian was 
eo excellent. however. that she was 
got out into the stream without even 
having a square inch of paint blistered. 
Less fortunate were the British bark 
Belmont, of Yarmouth, N. 3., and the 
schooners Paul Palmer, a five-masted 
craft. and Theo. H. Brown, a four-mast- 
ed sohdéoner. The Belmont was moored 
by steel cables to the pier where the 
fire started. So quickiv did the flames 
envelope the wharf and warehouse (that 
it was inywossible to slip the cables from 
the mooring posts, and it was neéoées- 
sary to restort to the tedious process 
of cutting a half dozen or more of tne 
great wire rope. 


By the time the Belmont was gottertl 


out into the stream, the paint had been 
burned off her hull. her cabins had been 
practically destroyed. her life boats 
CNerred and ruined, and her spars, sails 
and rigging badly burned. The Paliner 
escaped with slight damage to her fore- 
top sails and forerigging while the 
rigging. sai's and spars on the forward 
part of the Brown were badly charred.

When Chairman Callahan read 
decision of the committee in favor of 
the contestant® against Guffey. in 
Pennsylvania, there were a few hisses 
and some applause, Th intrruption wae 
of brief duration, however, and the 
reading of the report was continued. 

In the matter of the two lists of com- 
mittee appointments from the state of 
Pennsylvania Chairman Callahan re- 
ported that the credentials committee 
recommended that in view of the con- 
test decisions, the list be referred back 
to the delegations for further action. 

Mr. Callahan concluded by moving 
the adoption of the report. r 

“I secong that motion,” shouted a 
delegate from Indiana. 

The Report for Guffey. 

The chairman stated the 
and then recognized Mr. I. 
of Maryland, who read the minority 
report which recommended that the 
contestees in the Pensylvania cases be 
Seated and which was as follows: 

The report recommended that the 
delegates from the first. second, 
fourth, fifth and sixth districts of 
Philadelphia, Pa.,- districts holding 
Seats in the convention be declared 
lawfully entitleqd to such seats. and 
in support of the recommendation the 
minority gave the following reasons: 

“First: That there was no evidence 
adduced by the contestants before the 
committee to support their claim to 
said seats. * 

“Second: That the contestants pro- 
duced no credentials conducive to ac- 
credit them in any way to member- 
ship in this convention. 

“Third: That they 
test or apppeal to any 
the democratic party 
or to any tribunal or functionary of 
Said party. or to any court in said 
state as provided by the primary elec- 
tion law of the state. 
8“Fourth: That the credentials of 
said contestees weré unexceptional in 
every particular. and that abundant 
proof of their right to the seats was 
adduced. 

“The action of the majority of the 
committee is a staggering blow at the 
independence of the democracy ofe a 
sovereign state. This convention can 
rest upon no other foundation than the 
supremacy within state lines of the 
party organization of every state. 

“We, therefore, recommend that the 
said contestees retain their seats 
heretofore awarded them by the legal- 
ized democratic primary an@ indorsed 
by the national democratic commit- 
tee.”’ 

The report is signed by the repre- 
sentatives on the committee from the 
following states: 

Maryland, New Jersey, New York, 
Louisiana, Illinois, North Carolina, Vir- 
ginia, Minnesota, Delaware, New 
Hampshire, Kentucky, West Virginia. 

Debate Begins on Guffey. 


The statement made by Mr. Straus 
that the action of the majority of the 
committee was a staggering blow at 
the democracy of a sovereign state, 
called forth cheers. He asked the 
chairman for permission to make a few 
remarks in support of his motion to 
substitute the minority for the majority 
report. 

“Not now,” said Chairman Bell. “Put 
your motion and I will state the ques- 
tion.”’ 

“It is moved and seconded that this 
minority report be adopted in place of 
that portion of the majority report re- 
lating to the contests,” said Chairman 
Bell, 

Governor Haskell, of Oklahoma, was 
recognized .to move that debate be lim- 
ited to 30 minutes on either side. 

Mr. Kern, of Indiana, seconded the 
motion amid scattering cries of “no.” 
The motion was put to a viva voce 
vote and was carried, tite volume of 
‘noes’ being quite small and emana- 
ting almost wholly from Pennsylvania. 
The chairman recognized Chairman 
Callahan. of the credentials committee, 
as the first speaker In behalf of the 
majority report. Before Mr. Callahan 
began, Mr. Straus claimed that as he 
carried the affirmative, be had the right 
to open and close the debate. 
The chair ruiéed, however,. 
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resented the majority, should have the 
right to open and close, and he again 
recognized Mr. Callahan. 

Mr. Callahan began by saying that the 
time allowed the majority would be 
divided between himself and Governor 
Haskell, of Oklahoma, ‘the latter clos- 
ing the debate. It had been expected 
that Ollie James, of Kentucky, would 
speak in support of the majority report, 
but the limiting of the time prevented. 

Republicans in Guffey Primary. 


Mr. ‘Callahan said the evidenc6é be- 
fore the committee showed that in 
Philadelphia the Guffey faction brought 
a host of republicans to the demo- 
cratic primary polls. ,These voters, h® 
declared, were members of the Phila- 
delphia republican machine, of which 
“one McNichol" was the head. In one 
congressional district, where the nor- 
mal democratic vote was about 1,000. 
the vote in the primaty sweljed to more 


'than 2,700. This was but one instance 


of many, declared Mr. Callahan, the 
evidence of which was supported by un- 
disputed affidavits. 

‘When we consider all the evidence,” 
he concluded, “it was impossible to es- 
cape the con€fuston thet the democ- 
raoy of Philadelphia had been kept at 
home by an alliance of one element of 
the democracy with the dominant re- 
publican machine in thet city. 

“We were urged that exigencies of 
harmony required that we should shut 
our eyes to these irregularities, but 
no set of men with a spark of justice 
in their breast could do other,than we 
have done.” 

Sraus Speake for Goffey. 


The first speaker for the minority 
report was Mr. Straus, who had pre- 
sented it. He was recognized by 
Chairman Bell ag “Mr. Strothers.” 

“Straus,” corrected Mr. Straus, and 
the chairman again recognized him by 
his own name. 

Mr. Straus asked that the substitu- 
tion of the minority for the majority 
report should Ke on the ground that 
majority report was an attack upon 
the indefensible rights of the dem- 
ocrats of a sovereign state. 

He had spoken but a few minutes 
when an Oklahoma delegate raised the 
point of order that no speaker “has 
the right to discuss what happens in 
a committee.” 

“Not well taken,” declared Chairman 
Bell, with a bang of his gavel ang Mr. 
Straus proceeded with his argument. 
“While Mr. Straus was speaking, O!- 
James, of Kentucky, ang Lewis 
Nixon, of New York. held a hurried 
and earnest consultation, after which 
Mr. Nixon spoke briefly with Chair- 
man Charles F. Murphy, of the New 
York delegation. 


NNew York Shows 
Guffey. 

The New York delegation showed 
marked signs.of sympathy with the 
minority report as Mr. Straus went 
on, applauding him frequently. They 
cheered him lustily as did many other 
delegations, notably those of Pennsy!- 
vania, when he said that any man 
who had read law for three weeks 
knew Phat to deprive delegates of their 
seats, it must be shown that enough 
illegal votes had been cast at the elec- 
tion to change the result. and no evi- 
dence of this kind, he declared, had

Mr. Straus. who spoke with great 
ferver and earnestness, was given an 
ovation as he left the stand after mak- 
ing an impassioned appeal for the 
adoption of the minority report. 

To conclude the argument in behalf 
of the minorfty report, the chair.recog- 
nized John D. Bellamy. of North Car- 
olina, one of the signers of the docu- 
ment. He declared the contestants 
brought absolutely no sort of creden- 
tials with them to set against the un- 
disputeg count of ballots cast in favor 
of the Guffey delegates. 

Storms of Disapproval. 

The speaker called out a storm of 
disapproval when he asserted that the 
republicans who went to the polls as 
democrats had a right to have their 
votes counted as democrats, 

“No, no, nothing like that,” 
the chorus from the floor. 

When Mr Bellamy again got atten- 
‘tion, he explained that the democratic 
party was ready to open its doors to 
any one who desired to adopt its prin- 
ciples. 

There was some applause at this, and 
the speaker soon brought his address 
to a close. : 

The closing speaker for the majority 
and .the last of the debate was Gov- 
ernor Haskell, of Oklahoma. He 
promptly took up the statement of Mr. 
Bellamy that republicans could properly 
vote at dempcratic primaries. He dis- 
cussed in sarcastic sentences the con- 
tention of Mr. Bellamy, asserting that 
under the gentleman’s argument he 
might as well have been elected a dele- 
gate to the Chicago convention. After 
he had charged the contestees in the 
Pennsylvanja cases with collusion with 
the republicans. he was interrupted by 
a voice from the rear of the hall, say- 
ing: 

“Give ‘em the other barrel.’’

Governor Haskell charged the Penn- 
syivania contestees with being the too!s 
of the Standard Oil Company. He said

“I’ve heard that hissing sound come 
out of a pipe line many a time,’’- shout- 
ed the governor, and the convention 
broke into a roar of laughter and ap- 
plause. He concluded by strongly urg- 
ing the adoption of the majority report. 

Governor Haskell was congratulated 
by Tom Johnson and others as he left 
the platform. 

The previous question having been 
called for. Chairman Bell was about to 
put it to a viva voce vote when a roll 
call was demanded and granted. 

“The question is on the adoption of 
the minority report in place of that 
portion of the majority report relating 
to Pennsylvania,”” annownced Chairman 
Bell. as he directed the clerk to begin

Voting on Gaffey.

But by a vote of thousands 
upon thousands, we rejected the ad- 
vice of Taft and accepted the advice of 
Bryan.”’ 

The mention of the name brought the 
convention,to its feet In the firet real 
Bryan demonstration. Delegates from 
Chairs and yelled. Many members 
of the New York delegation joined in 
the cheering but a majority remained 
in their seats. Minnesota and Dela- 
ware were the conspicuous exceptions 
to the general celebration. 

A Bryan banner, which had been 
lurking in the rear of the hall, was 
rushed to the stage and waved above 
the heads of the chairmen and speak- 
er. The point of the flagstaff caught 
One of the suspended eagles over the 
chairman's desk and brought it crash- 
img to the floor. It was quickly caught 
up, however, and held above Senator 
Gore's head. 

The band joined in the demonstration 
with lively muste. 

Georgia Conspicuous by Silence. 


Georgia's delegation. in the midst of 
the cheering crowd, was also conspic- 
uous for its absolute silence 

When the demonstration had proceed- 
a delegate 
from Iowa caught up the standard of 
that atate and led a march to the stage 
where there was a grouping of thé 
states. Delegates other than those car- 
rying the heavy standards joined in 
the surging crowd, invading the space 
set aside for Working newspaper men, 
and seriously interfering with thetr 
labors. The only eéetate standards that 
finally were left in their places were 
Georgia, New York, Delaware, Minne- 
sota, Connecticut, Maryland and New 
Jersey. 

When the lusiasm was at its 
height the growp of state standards 
around and upon the platform included 
Rhode Island, Porto Rico, Alaska, 
South Dakota. Weat Virginia, lowa, 
Oregon, Kansas, Virginia, Montana, 
Texas, Pennsylvania, Llinois, Okla- 
homa, Arkansas, South Carolina, Wash- 
ington New Hampshire, North Da- 
kota. Louisiana, North Carolina, Flor- 
ida, Wisconsin. California. 

After ten minutes of yelling, the per- 
spiring, scrambling delegates with their 
etate standard left the platform and 
started on a parade around the hal]. 

Bryan Standard Borne. 


Back and forth in the aisle in front 
of the press seats, the excited, shout- 
ing bryan men carried their standards, 
but the cheers were by this time be- 
ginning to decreage in volume and a 
few of the blue markers were returned 
to their places on the floor of the hall. 

California’s Bryan banner, heavy 
with gold tassels and fringe, was car- 
ried to the stage while the cheering 
continued unabated and cries of 
“Whoop ‘er up!’ came from the dele- 
Kates in the front row. Maryland at 
last deserted from the ‘‘stay-at-homes"’ 
and its banner was taken into the 
midst of the parade. 

Many of the state standard-bearers 
formed a circle about the New York 
delegation and cheered their lustiest. 

A widly enthusiastic delegate from 
Oklahoma clambered upon the press 
tables to secure a vantage point from 
which to display his state standard. 
He was dragged down by the news- 
paper men with scant ceremony! He then 
attempted to go on «fe piatform onc: 
more, but Sergeant-at-arms Martin 
stopped him. He persisted, however. 
and after some argumen:, was allowed 
to carry his point. 

The states of Idaho, Ohio and Mas- 
sachusetts soon joined him. while the 
band played “Hail, Hail, the Gang’s 
All Here.” The band then struck up 
“My Old Kentucky tome,” while the 
delegates and spectators } in the 
chorus.

Delegates danced up and 
down in the aisles to the measures of 
“A Hot Time’ and shouted the chorus 
of ‘Marching Through Georgia.”’ 


Assanlt on Georgia Banprer. 


While the latter alr was ringing 
through the hall a qetermined aseault 
was made by the frenzied Bryan shout- 
ers of the Georgia standard, which up 
to this time had been kept firmly root- 
ed in its place. The delegation showed 
in quick fashion that it was dangerous 
to “March Through Georgia’ as ever 
it had been in the days of the war. 
They rallied around their little yellow 
flag-pole. bearing the name of their 
state in white against a background 
of blue, and stuck staunchly to their 
guardianship. It was the only ,south- 
ern standard that remained rooted, 
and where it was planted it stayed. 

The Colorado standard was carried 
again to the stage after the demonstra- 
tion. had been In progress for three- 
quarters of an hour. This time it was 
in the hands of a woman, Mrs. Mary C. 
©. Bradford, of Denver, one of the 
states delegates, and her appearance 
called out renewed cheering. Mrs. 
Bradford, who {s a delegate-at-large, 
was intended to be a parallel to the 
famous ‘‘woman in white’ who played 
such an important part in stampeding 
for Bryan the galleries during the Chi- 
cago convention in 1/896. 

She was so00n joined 
woman, also in white. who struggled 
desperately to hold up the heavy ban- 
ner of California beside the speaker's 
desk Her strength. however, was not 
equal to the task and she was com- 
pelled to surrender .t to stronger hands. 

The cowboy band at last left its place 
in the galleries and joined the parade 
through the aisles, playing ‘“Marching 
Through Georgia.” The man with the 
big bass horn had troubles that were 
only equal to those of the bass drum- 
mer in getting through the crowds. 

Pennsvivania’s standard was the first 
returned to its place, but the exampie 
apparently had little effect on the other 
states. 

After the uproar had continued for 
fifty minutes, Maine joined fn the pa- 
rade, which was constantly swinging 
up and down the aisles. Kentucky and 
Pennsylvania, however, had returned 
to their places and the demonstration 
seemed for the time to be dying down. 

Oceans of Cheers at Flood Tide. 


The band again woke the echoes 
with “A Hot Time” and the ocean of 
cheers was again in flood tide. Ser- 
gmeants-at-arms, carried away by the 
frenzy of the occasion, left their posts, 
joined in the velling, exultant throng.

Men, however, cannot yei!l forever, nor 
is their strength inexhaustible, ang the 
signs of a let-down were unmistak- 
able and more frequent. It was only 
waning strength. however, that put 
any check on the enthusiasm. Men 
tramped through the aisles, their col- 
lars torn wide open. their neckties re- 
duced to shreds or entirely gone, their 
faces streaming with perspiring and 
tossing hats, yelling at the same time 
with all the power of their torn and 
tired throats. 

The crowd finally gathered in front of 


the speaker's stand, and, packed into a 
| compact 


mass, they burst forth anew 
in cheers for Bryan, for themselves and 
each other; a fat, bald-headed man 
from Ohio climbed upon the press tabie 
and, acting as cheer master, called for 
yells from every delegate of every state 
that his eyes could not light upon. 

The convention band finally got sepa- 
rated from the surging crowd and its 
members indulged their individual taste 
in regaling those about them with mu- 
sic. From time to time the Dearers of 
the state's standards would break away 
from the aisles and would rush to the 
chairman's desk. Senator Gore, with 
placid countenance and unseeing eyes, 
sat unperturbed, waiting for the tumult 
to end before resuming the speech that 
had started the demonstration. He 


| chatted from time to time with Chatfr- 


man Bell, who gtood guard against the 
rush of the thoughtless. 
Red, White and Blue. 


A rallying point for the band was es- 
tablished on the stage at last and the 
scatterded musiciang hurried there fo 
join in “The Red, White and Blue.” 

The patriotic selection made way for 
etill another edition of “A Hot Time,’’ 
when the cowboy musicians had assem- 
bled in full strength. 

During all this time, while one of 
the greatest outbursts of political] en- 
thusiasm ever witnessed in any political 
gathering was beginning, swelling and 
dying down. the blind man who started 
it was standing against the railin of the 
speaker's stand, seein nothing his voica 
had created. He. .was for the time for- 
gotten, but he rested easily on his tot- 
tering perch, secure in the knowledge 
that his meed would be given when 
quiet was once more restored. 

At 2:36 o’clock, after the demonstra- 
tion had been in progress for one hour 
and seventeen minutes, Chairman Bel! 
made his first efforts to stop the tu- 
mult, pounding with some vigor on the 
desk with a big gavel. Cries of ‘sit 
down” and some hisses were heard, but 
there was a distinct falling off in the 
volume of sound and some progress 
towards restored order Was made after 
five minutes of continuous pounding. 

Lasted Hour and 27 Minutes. 


At 2:47 p. m., one hour and twenty- 


ees 


seven minutes after Gore had mentioned 
the name of Bryan, a majority of the 
State standards were in their prop 
places and the demonstration was prac- 
tically ended, although scattered cheers 
were still rising from all parts .of 
hall. Hisses came with them, and tKese 
had some effect in quieting the demon- 
stration. At 2:50 p. m. Senator Gore re- 
sumed his speech. 

“My countrymen,” he ealid. “te 
greate rand older states of this great 
republic, Oklahoma only has to say. ‘(jo 
thou. and do likewise.’ ”’ 

Cheers and applause greeted Senator 
Gore as he made his way from the 
platform. The chair again recognized 
Mr. James, of Kentucky. who again 
moved that a recess until 8 p. m. he 
taken. Mr. Bell put the motion, and 
without waiting for a negative 
declared it carried and the session was 
ended.

One of the most prilliant and 
women in Georgia, Mrs. Jennie 
Sibley. will be in attendance. 

Mrs, Sibley has been a prominent and 
an active worker in the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union for thirty years, 
and for five years was state president 
of that organization, but on account of 
failing health was forced to resign. 
She is now honorary president, loved 
and honored by all who know her. 

She has traveled extensively and 
writes interestingly of what she has 
seen of the progress made in curbing 
the lNquor traffic and in securing the 
ballot for women: 

‘1 am not quoting from other peo- 
ple,’ says Mrs. Sibley; “but from per- 
tonal observation in foreign lands. It 
fas been my privilewe to watch these 
things—namely: prohibition and woman 
suffrage, from Norway. the land of the 
midnight sun, to Egypt and the Orient. 
There is something more than woman 
that is causing this mighty move.’’ 

A prominent gentieman deciared: ‘‘The 
late prohibitory legislation is unscrip- 
tural and unwise in that it actually 
called southern women from their homes 
for lobbying with legislatures and court- 
ing the favor of politicians.’’ 

In reply. Mrs. Siblev said: “Well, sup- 
pose t did. Shame on the men that we 
had to. 

“Modern Ohristian civilization” has put 
up the stocking mill, the cloth factory, 
tallor and ready-made clothes shops, 
and gas has taken the place of the 
home-made tallow dip. Our good grand- 
mothers’ hands were full with these 
homely duties. The modern woman has 
time to read and study. and there are 
moré women than men doing the latter.

causé a man had started the racket, 
and said: “The women had paid their 
taxes and had not violated the laws as 
men had done on that memorable day, 
July 24, 1907. It is just this sort of 
thing that opens the eyes of women to 
the injustice and inequality meted out 
to the half of humanity that has no say- 
so in public matters.”

PUBLIC PLACE 
SCONSTRUED 


Important Decision’ -Afecting 
Prohibition Law Is. 
Passed, 


APPEALS . COURT DECIDES 


Home May Be Made « Public Piace, 
But Court Rujes That im Case 
Under Conatderation Prison 


Cell Was Not So Classed. 


Probably thé most important judfotal 
interpretation yet placed upon the state 
prohibition lew epacted last year was 
contained in the decision handed down 
on yesterday by the court of appeals in 
the cause of Took va. the State. 

The decision statee what is a ‘‘public 
place” within the purview of the prohi- 
bitigg law. It declares that a man’s 
house, his club, private office, or room 
in a hotel, while not prima facie a 
public place, may become so. A man 
may extend the courtesy of a drink 
to a friend in any of these places, but 
if any such place shall be open indis- 
criminately to the public, it becomes 
a public -place. 

Liquor or beer may be served at a 
dinner or barbecue, if it is an enter- 
tainment given on a special occasion 
to a select list of guests; but if any 
such entertainment becomes a perma- 
nent institution, it violates the prohibi- 
tion law. 

The case which resulted in the court 
of appeais ciearing up various uncer- 
tainties as to a citizen's rights and 
privileges under the prohibition law, 
was that of Charlie Took, a prisoner 
convicted of selling a drink of whisky 
to a fellow prisoner, David Hill, in the 
Oglethorpe jail in Macon county. The 
case was appealed from the ¢ y court 
of Oglethofpe. 

Extracts from Decision. 

In the case under review the court 
held that a prison cell was not a public 
place, and upheld the demurrer of the 
defendant, Took

“The expression ‘publi

De- 
fining broadly and generally we shail 
gay, then, that the term ‘public place 
within the purview of this law includes 
any place which from its public char- 
acter, members of the genera! public 
frequent or where they may be expect- 
ed to congregate at any time as a mat- 
ter of common right; also any place at 
which, even though it ts privately 
owned or controlled, a mumber of per- 
sons have assembled through common 
usage or invitation, express or implied; 
it excludes those places which, though 
publicly owned. are devoted to a pri- 
vate use and are not open to the access 
of the public; also other places private- 
ly owned or controlled from which the 
indiscriminate public is generally ex- 
cluded, notwithstanding that at a par- 
ticular time persons many have congre- 
gated there if the congregation is the 
result of a special invitation for that 
occasion alone. 

‘Public rooms, spaces of public build- 
ings, such as courthouses, postoffices, 
etc., whefe the people do or may come 
at all times as a matter of common 
right, are per se public places. Public 
offices in such buildings where business 
the public is transacted are also 
publie places. Railway coaches, sta- 
tions, boats, wharves, omnibuses, thea- 
ters, schoo!) houses and such places are 
protected during the period in which 
they are open to the congregation of 
persons. 

“Stores, offices, shops. etc., while open 
for trade or business, are public places, 
but are covered by the preceding clause 
of the act which relates to places of 
business. While closed, they are then 
within the meaning of this immediate 
portion of the law. 

“The lobbies, parlors, dining rooms, 
etc., of a hotel are prima facie public; 
the individual rooms set apart’ for 
guests’ use are not so, but may become 
BO. 

Select Clubs Are Not Public Places, 


“The room of bona fide private clubs 
of select and discriminating member- 
ne to which only members and spe- 
Clally invited guests are permitted ae- 
cess, are prima facie, not public. If the 
membership of a club is organized! 
uffon an indiscriminate basis, or admits 
access to ita room otherwise than by 
special invitation, or if it is not a bona 
fide organization, or if it ba organized 
and maintained chiefly for the pur- 
pose of encouraging and facilitating 
the drinking of liquors, it is a public 
Place while persons are congregated 
there.

To have liquor at a public banquet, 
barbecue or other entertainment, where 
the guest list is not bona fide, per- 
sonaj] and exclueive, would be a viola- 
tion of the statute; though to have it 
at a private entertainment, barbecue, 
banquet or dinner (not given in a place 
otherwise public) where one or more 
special guests are entertained for a 
special occasion by a yfivate person or 
even by a_private club or, society,’ his 
private apartments in a hotel or lodg- 
ing house, his private office into which 
the public are not expected to come, are 
primarily not public places; but may 
be made so. 

“If a pereon keeps liquors in his home 
or other private place and lets persons 
come there for it, and is accustomed to 
furnish it to them there, whether with 
or without pay. undér such  elirewm- 
stances as to indicate that his premises 
are usually accessible to the entire pub- 
lic or to @ generality of the public, 
makes it a pyc Place.”

Engineer of Ship Tells of Pi-| 
ratical Flight of the 
Baileys, 


Mobile, Ala., July 8.—Morg than $200,- 
000 in gold was carried to Honduras br 
the Balleys of New York in their piratt- 
cal flight in the British steamship Golds- 
boro, now in the possession of the Hon- 
duran government at Puerto Cortez, 
without flag or country, and the valuable 
cargo of the treasure ship, estimated in 
Value at an equal amount, fs still in her 
hold. This and much more heretofore 
unsaid was told by Neal Akman. third 


'engineer of the Goldsboro, who reached | 
| Mobile by steamer yesterday. 


Akman is 
en route to New York, where he goes 


to consult the British consul there con- | 


cerning the status of his claim and that 
of fifteen other members of the crew. 

“Sixteen of us signed in the Golds- 
boro for four months and a free passaKe 
back north of Hatteras,” said Engineer 
Akman. “We signed under the British 
flag, as the British consul at the port 
of New York is aware. When the Brit- 
ish consul general there canceled the 
registry of the Vessel, placing the 
steamship without a flag, we were am, 
in ignorance of the circumstances.” 

One of the Balleys who escaped it 
considerable money with him, according 
to Akman. They had friends and allies 
at both Ceiba and Puerto Cortez. A great 
amount of the money on board the 
Goldsboro was placed in the hands of 
their friends on the first Visit to Ceiba 
and Puerto Cortes. 


Correspondence Made Public. 
Puerto Cortez, Honduras, July 3. via 
New Orleans, July 8.—Correspondence 
about the extradition of the four Amer- 
ican prisoners, Francis G. and Albert 
W. Bailey, H. H. Myers and Alfred Ox- 
ley, has become public here. Francis 
G. Bailey, who was president of the 
Export Shipping Company of New Jer- 
sey, and who, with the others, came 
here on the steamer Golkdsboro, pro- 
tested to President Davila, of Honduras, 
against being held a prisoner. Pres- 

ident Davila telegraphed in reply: 
“As your case depends entirely upon 
the government of the United States, 
which has set up a claim for your de- 
tention, I certainly cannot accede to 


' your request; and I must comply, oth- 


erwise there might be complications.” 
The Baileys appealed to the Honduran 


‘courts, from which they received no re- 


ply. Their case, therefore, has caused 
much uneasiness among numbers of 
Americans in Honduras who might be 
subject to extradition should it be put 
into practice. These Americans rely 
for safety upon the constitution of 
Honduras, to which the Baileys ap- 
pealed in vain. The most succinct of 
these constitutional gueranteés ready: 

“The republic of Honduras is a sacred 
asylum for any person who sunks ref- 
uge in its territory.” 

Officer Berry, of New York, who toox 
the prisoners, excepting Frank G. 
Bailey, who escaped, back to: the United 
States, was supposed to bear the docu- 
ments supplied by Washington neces- 
eary to obtain i} stody of the refugees. 
but so far as wn here he furnished 
no such requests’to the Honduran 4au- 
thorities.- It is claimed that he carried 
the papers back to t t0 the United States.

Allow any county to decide whether 
they wish to work the convicts or lease 
them, deriving the revenue for their 
rental, and allow this decision to come 
after the rental bid is made known. 

A clause to “cut out’ the convict 
broker by providing all those who make 
bids for hiring convicts and do not work 
them shall turn them back to the state 
end not release them to other parties. 

To declare againet leasing minors 
private individuals. By these terms 
is expected the same number wil! 
leased as are at present. 

Whether the clause qutting out the 
“broker” will put the market into the 
hands of a few large contractors is the 
point just now worrying the commit- 
tee.

Chicaga, July &—Wheat prices on the 
local exchange advanced sharply today, 
owing to the bullish showing of the 
government report. At the close, the 
September delivery Showed a net gain 
of 6 O@3-4c. Corn was a shade higher. 
Oats were 8-4c lower and provisions 
were 2 |-2@6c0 lower to 2 |-2c higher. 
The government report, which was is- 
sued 15 minutes before the close of the 
aeesion, estimated the condition of the 
winter wheat crop to be 80.6, compared 
with 86 a month ago, and that of spring 
wheat 89 ainst 96 last month. The 
amount of w eat still in farmers’ hands 
was entimated to be 38,797,000 bushels, 
which is 20,000,000 bushels less than 
was in reserve the corresponding time 
a year ago. The report was more buill- 
ish than had been generaily anticipated 
and pricés on the local exchange ad- 
vanced rapidly after publication of the 
offieial figures, until they were nearly 
2 cents above the iow point of the day. 

The wheat market opened weak, ow-~ 
ing to general séiling brought out by 
lower cables and by excellent weather 
in this country for the new crop. This 
was followed toward midday by a mild 
rally caused by reports of damage to 
the crop in North Dakota. The market 
closed strong. September opened $-8c 
to 6-8c lower at 87 3-6c to 87 6-8c, sold 
off to 87 ‘i-4c and then advanced to 
89 |-86c.
